ST. JAMES HOTEL 
IS CALLED UNSAFE 


Two of Its Three Escapes 
Said to Be Cut Off by 
Guest Rooms and Old Ele- 
vator Shaft Adds to Dan- 
ger — Union Club and 
Havlin Hotel Censured. 


. Fire Chief Swingley received Friday 
the first reports from captains and lieu- 
tenants of the departments on unsafe 
buildings used as hotels, lodging houses 
or clubs. Chief Swingley ordered the in- 
vestigation made in response to a reso- 
lution passed by the Municipal Assembly 
and a request from the Civic League. 
The first report turned in was on the 
St. Louis Club of 3636 Lindell boule- 
vard. The report said there were 12 
sleeping rooms on the third floor, parti- 
tioned off by wood construction. This 
character of construction is unlaw- 
ful in a building used for lodging 


purposes, the fire captain of the dis- 
trict pointed out. 
Another’sa Windows Barred. 

Another report said the House of 
Detention at 1226 Clark avenue, used 
by the city for housing incorrigible 
children, was in a dangerous condi- 
tion. The fire escapes on the front 
of the building, the report stated, are 
barred by iron bar windows, locked 
with padlocks.

Lieut. John Healy reported on both the 
St. James Hotel-at Broadway and Wal- 
nut street, and the Havlin Hotel at Wal- 
nut and Sixth street. Relative to the St. 
James Hotel, he wrote: 

Fire Escapes Criticized. 

“This building has three fire escapes, 
two of which are cut off by rooms, and 
can be reached only by breaking in a 
giass door. There is an old elevator 
shaft south of the elevator, not in use. 
This would be very bad in case of fire, 
as it would cause a draft. It ought to 
be removed. 

“This building is not fireproof. The 
joists are not substantial. It is not 
anfe to be tized as a hotel. The bulld- 
ing is cOnnected with an . \nex on 
the third floor, by means of a bridge. 
It is not safe to be used as a hotel, 

empecially where the servants sleep.” 

The report on the MHavlin  hote! 
etatéd that 125 persons slept in the 
building, from 6 to 20 in a room. The 
building is heated by stoves. 

“It is not sanitary, and ig in a bad 
condition, and is not safe for hotel 
purposes,” the report says. 

Union Club Is Another. 

Capt. Robert Anthony, of Fire En- 
gine Co. No. 4, reported that the old 
Union Club building, at Jefferson and 
lafayette avenues, now occupied as 
headquarters of the Eagles, was not 
safe. The construction of the rooms 
was of such a character that they 
would burn rapidly in case of fire, he 
said. 

Councilman Hermann, at the Munict- 
pal Assembly Committee's investigation 
of the M. A. C. fire, Thursday after- 
noon, asked H. C. Henley, chief of the 
Fire Inspection Bureau, whether, in 
Henley’s opinion, there are certain 
Amusement houses in St. Louis which 
are unsafe. Henley replied he knew of 
some. He was asked if he had in- 
apected the Olympic Theater recently 
and replied that he had. 

Henley sald the Olympic was of a 
very combustible construction, He 
was asked if he considered it safe 
enough for hundreds of pers°ns to 
visit dally, and replied that the first 
floor entrances were good, but the 
gallery and upper floors were has- 
ardous.

Climbs Down Ladders 100 Feet 
to Hunt for Dog and Fears 
to Return. 


Mrs. Beatrice Brown, 35 years old, 
of 4833 Labadie avenue, was rescued 
from a quarry 100 feet @ecp, at Eu- 
clid and Ashland avenues, Friday 
morning, after she had passed _ the 
night wandering about the edge of a 
pond at the bottom of:.the pit. Po- 
licemen and workmen used a derrick 
to lift her to the surface. 


Her plight was discovered shortly 


after daylight by persons living near 
the quarry who heard her screams 
for help. A policeman, peering over 
the edge, saw her sitting beside the 
pond, which is six feet deep. He de- 
scended by a series of ladders reach- 
ing from ledge to ledge. 

Mrs. Brown told the policeman she 
had descended the ladders Thursday 
night while searching for her collie 
dog. She had not been afraid to de 
scend, she said, but when she started 
to climb back up the first ladder, it 
seemed so frail she preferred to pass 
the night walking about the bottom 
of the quarry. At daylight she called 
for help. | 

The policeman summoned employes 
of the .quarry. Mrs. Brown.and a 
policeman climbed into a small dirt 
ear, which was hoisted with a der- 
rick.

“T was at work in the kitchen on the 
third floor,’”’ he said. ‘‘The dining room 
is on that floor, too.

“TI was going to draw water to scrub 
the floor when I smelled something 
burning. I turned around and saw 
smoke coming through a hole in the 
door between the kitchen and thé din- 
ing room. This is a round_ Hole, about 
six inches wide. It has no glass in it. 
It is for the chef to look, through into 
the dining room. He can call through 
to the waiters or speak to the head 
waiter without having to go into the 
dining room. I went to this hole and 
looked through. 

Diningroom Was,A blaze. 

“The dining room was full of smoke 
and flames. It looked to me as if the 
whole dining room was on fire. It 
wasn’t a small flame. It was fire all 
over. I could hear it crackling and 
could hear things falling. 

‘“‘Even if it had been only a small fire 
I couldn’t have got into the dining 
room to put it out. The door between 
the kitchen and the dining room was 
locked. The night chef always locked 
it when he went home. 


‘There was a small hose, like a gar- 
den hose in the kitchen. I used this in 
scrubbing the kitchen. It would throw 
water about 100 feet. If it had been 
only a small blaze that I saw I might 
have put that hose through the hole in 
the door and put it out. But it wasn’t a 
small blaze. The whole dining room 
was afire. I knew the hose wouldn't do 
any good. 

“The smoke was coming into the 
kitchen very fast. I went to the freight 
elevator. The shaft opens in the kitch- 
en. The elevator is operated by cables. 
I pulled the rope and brought up the 
elevator from the first floor. Then I 
jumped in and went down.

|KINSER’S WIDOW SEEKS 


TO BE ADMINISTRATOR 


A controversy between the father of 
William J. Kinser, who lost his life in 
the M. A. C. fire, and Mrs. Hannah 
Kinser, who was the son’s wife, has 
arisen over the administration of his 
$87,000 estate. On application of the 
father, Thomas W. Kinser, he was ap- 
pointed administrator by Probate Judge 
Holtcamp Tuesday. The widow, who 
lives in New York, arrived in St. Louis 
to take charge of Kinser’s body and 


Thompson, who prepared a motion to re- 
move Thomas Kinser as administrator 
and asking for the appointment of the 
widow. 

Thomas E. Francis, attorney for the 
father, in opposing the motion, said 
Mrs. Kinser had no right to adminis- 
ter because she obtained an interlocu- 
tory decree of divorce from Kinser in 
New York last October. Her attorney 
replied that under the law of New York 
an interlocutory decree does not become

FIRE STARTED IN 
MAIN DINING ROOM 


Guests and Employes Agree 
Room Was Unoccupied for an 
Hour Before the Alarm. 


NO WOMAN GUEST THERE 


Resume of Facts as Told by Sur- 
vivors Also Explains How Many 
Persons Were Trapped. 


In the five days which have elapsed 
since the fire, all of those who escaped 
and nearly all of the employes who 
were in the clubhouse when the fire 
started have given their accounts of 


what occurred. 

Many rumors and theories have ,been 
found to be false, but certain vitalgacts 
seem to be established, and now that 
the first confusion and excitement have 
died out, it is possible to gather from 
the accounts an idea of conditions at 
the club just before the fire and at the 
time it started. 

Harry Davison, the night watchman 
of the club, says the fire started about 
1:50 a. m. This he bases on the time 
it took him to make his regular round 
of the building, starting at the top floos 
and pulling the hooks of signal boxes 
on all of the floors and in the base- 
ment. 

Davidson Makes His Rounds. 

Davison, ascending on the rear ele- 
wator, reached the third, or dining 
reom floor at 1:15 a. m. He stopped 
there to talk with Allen Hancock, a 
guest, who had been assigned to room 
49. and asked Davison to show him 
where the room was. Davison says 
his watch showed the time was 1:18 
‘when he continued on his round. 

Returning to the third floor Davison 
went through the large dining room and 
the private dining rooms. He says 
no one was there. Only one electric 
lamp was burning in the dining room 
and Davison extinguished it. He looked 
into the kitchen at the northwest cor- 
ner of the third floor and saw a scrub- 
man whom he knew only as Joe work- 
ing there. He is certain there was no 
fire in the dining room at that time. 
His signal record shows that he pulled 
a hook in the dining room at 1:30. 

Davison then rang signals on the. 
second and first floors and went to 
the basement. After signaling from 
there he changed his shoes. He then 
returned to the club lobby on the first 
floor. 

Scrubman First to Report Fire. 

Joseph Spezia, the kitchen scrubman, 
came down to the lobby in the freight 
elevator just as Davison arrived there 
with the news of the fire 

Almost at the same time a young 
woman who had been standing in the 
lobby near the club entrance screamed 
“Hire.” This was Adetaide Mason, a 
chorus girl who had been waiting while 
her escort, Ludwig Eisemann, tele-' 
phoned for a taxicab. Two other young

[EXPLAINS THE FINDING 
OF WOMEN’S CLOTHING 


Manager Magill Says Employes 
,Kept Apparel There; Artieles 
Checked Were Unclaimed. 
Robert C. Magill, manager of the M. 
A. C., gave an evplanation of the find- 
ing of women’s stockings and other ar- 
ticles of feminine apparel in the ruins. 
He said part of them belonged to Mrs. 
Magill -~4 to 13 women who were em-

NEVER WARNED, 
THEY . TESTIFY 


The. Municipal Assembly’s investiga- 
tion of the M. A. C. fire, conducted by 
a joint committee of six, will be re- 
sumed Saturday afternoon. At the first 


session, held Thursday afternoon, Nor- 
ton Newcomb, president of the club, 
and Manager Magill testified that they 
and other club officials had not been 
warned that the building was unsafe. 
Fire Chief Swingley said he inspected 
it two years ago, and that he did not 
notify the club officials that it was 
unsafe. When asked whether the place 
was a fire trap, Swingley said he would 
wish to know where the fire escape 
was, if he were to sleep there. 

Manager Magill of the club, when 
questioned as to his knowledge of con- 
ditions, said he believed the place was 
safe, and that he did not feel that he 
was ‘“‘taking a chance’? when he made 
it the sleeping place of himself ana 
-t~ wife. He was not required to stay 
there, he said, as he has a home in the 
West End. 

Questions Propriety of Inquiry. 

The committee is comprised of Coun- 
cilmen Fletcher, Koenig and Hermann, 
and Delegates Hoffner, Scully and 
Wyrick, with Scully as chairman. 

Mortimer Levy, an attorney, a mem- 
ber of the club and a survivor of the 
fire, held the attention of the committee 
at the beginning of the inquiry. He 
questioned the propriety of the investi- 
gation, asking if it was curiosity that 
led the committee to conduct the in- 
vestigation, before the fire was out 
and before the Coroner had weighed 
the facts. ¢ 

Norton Newcomb, president of the 
club, declared he was willing to make 
any statement in his power, which 
might enlighten the committee. Hoff- 
ner asked him if the club ever had been 
apprised that its building was unsafe. 
Newcomb replied neither the fire de- 
partment nor building department had 
ever notified him such was the case. 

Chief Swingley told the history of 
the construction of the building. It was 
originally built for occupancy by the 
Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Co. It was 
known as a slow-combustion structure, 
in that it was constructed of heavy 
wooden timbers, with a 3-inch flooring. 
The addition of rooms added to the fire 
hazard of the structure, he testified. 

Chief Swingley testified he made the 
run from his home, 3896 Washington 
boulevard, on the first alarm, and 
reached the burning structure in five or 
six minutes. Flames then were shoot- 
ing half-way eccross Washington ave- 
nue from the windows on the third floor. 

Chief Swingley also testified his men 
told him they heard a terrific explosion 
two minutes after they arrived. The 
men had to play water on the fire es- 
capes, to keep them cool, and to drive 
the flames back. 

The rapid spread of the fire caused 
Swingley to declare that there must 
have been some foreign matter to feed 
the flames. A gas company representa- 
Swingley said, he had 
been unable to shut off the gas for two 
days. Every building should have a 
pull box in front of it, Swingley said. .

payroll of $10,615.25, on last Friday after- 
noon. 

Complaint as to the manner in which 
the police department handled the case 
has been made by Mark A. Shipley, 
chief claim agent of the Fidelity and 
Casualty Co. of New York, with offices 
in the Rialto Building. The New York 
company insured the factory payroll 
in the sum of $15,000. 

Shipley complained that the police, in- 
stead of taking up immediate pursuit of 
the robbers, spent their time detaining 
and questioning the chauffeur, who 
drove Lucas from the company’s main 
office to the factory, and.who was 
forced at the point of revolvers to drive 
the robbers from the scene of the hold- 
up to Salisbury and Ninth streets. 

Claim Agent Is Notified. 

Shipley said he was notified of the 
rcbbery a few minutes after it occurred. 
and Went to the McKinley bridge, where 
the chauffeur had gone after the rob- 
bers left his machine, and where police 
and detectives were told to go. Shipley 
sald at the bridge he was told the police 
had taken the chauffeur to the North 
Market Street Station, at which place, 
he said, he learned they ha@ gone to the 
Carr Street Station. There, he said, he 
learned the chauffeur had been taken to 
Chief of Detectives Allender at Central 
Station.

WOULD REPEAL EXEMPTION 


———— 


715,000 Copies of Root’s Speech 
Sent Out; $23,000 Expended 
by Peace Organization. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Activities 
of Andrew Carnegie’s endowment for 
international peace in favor of a repeal 
of the Panama tolls exemption were 
brought out before the Senate Lobby 
Committee today in the testimony of 
James Brown Scott, secretary of the 
Foundation. 

It was developed that the endowment 
expended thousands of dollars in a cam- 
paign of education. Scott testified that 
more than a million copies of a pam- 
phliet urging repeal under date of March 
15, 1913, were distributed. Scott said the 
endowment also distributed 715,000 copies 
of Senator Root’s speech urging the re- 
peal. 

Senator Walsh brought out that there 
was an allottment of $23,000 for circu- 
lation of Panama Canal literature and 
that the 715,000 copies or Senator Root’s 
speech had been sent out by the en- 
dowment under the Senator’s frank. 


Action Taken in Root’s Absence 
Scott said the order of the Executive 


Committee directing this action had 
been taken in Senator Root’s absence. 

“This is a peace society, isn’t it?’’ de- 
manded Senator Reed. 

“It is,” answered Scott. 

“Just what has it to do with Panama 
tolls quéstions?’’ 

“Its business is to smooth out mis- 
understandings.”’ 

“And yield to other 
Senator Reed. 

“You will find no yielding to other 
nations in our attitude,’’ Scott declared, 

The pamphlet issued by ‘‘members of 
the Board of Trustees of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace,” 
Was signed by Joseph H, Choate, An- 
drew D. White, Charles W. Eliot, John 
L. Cadwalader, Elihu Root, Luke E, 
Wright, Charlemagne Tower, R. 5. 
Woodward, Austen G. Tox, -J. G. 
Schmidlapp, Robert S. Brookings, Oscar 
S. Straus, Samuel Mather, James 5. 
Slayden, Charles S. Taylor, Henry §&. 
Pritchett, William M. Howard, Cleve- 
land H. Dodge, Robert A. Franke, Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, Arthur Willian 
Frazier and James Brown Scott. 

Substance of the Pamphlet 

Its appeal was as follows: 

‘The greatest interest of the United 
States as a free nation is to represent 
worthily before the worid the principles 
of civil and religious liberty and the 
public. efficiency antl well-being which 
those principles develop, and thereby to 
promete the adoption of these principles 
the world over. 

“This is of great material as well as 
great moral interest. In coimparison 
with this large interest, the interest 
of the United States in its coastwise 
vessels sinks into insignificance.’’ 

“By securing the repeal of that part 
of the act of Congress on the Panama 
Canal Which provided for the exemption 
of the coastwise vessels from the pay- 
ment of tolls, the American people 
would embrace a precious opportunity to 
prove that they understood their highest 
interests and recognize their duty to pro- 
mote it ‘for the benefit of mankind.’ ”’

AR THIEVES KILL 


ONE, WOUND THEE 
3 ARE. CAUGHT 


Freight Crew Surprises Them 


Throwing’ Goods From

PEORIA, Ill., March 13.—Fretght car 
thieves early today killed one man and 
wounded three others when surprised 


at work near Manlius, Ml., 45 miles north

He 
wavered in complying with the request 
and was shot through the head. He died 
almost instantly. The fireman was shot

Informal Vote in Committee In- 
dicates Republican Will. Be 


Unseated for Democrat. 

WASHINGTON, March 13:—An_ in- 
formal vote taken last night / in the 
House Committee on Electiond, No. 3, 
which has considered the contest of 
Michael J. Gill, Democrat, of the elec- 
tion of L. C. Dyer in the Twelfth Dis- 
trict in St. Louis, indicated that a ma- 
rcrity of the committee favored a report 
unseating Dyer and seating Gill be- 
cause of alleged frauds in the election. 

The final vote of the committee will 
be taken at its next meeting, the date 
for which has noi been set. 

It is customary for the House to up- 
hold the report of its committees on 
olections, and as the House is Democrat- 
ic by a large majority, it is the be- 
lief among members of Congress that 
Dyer will be unseated. 

The committee yesterday decided to 
eliminate the entire vote of seven pre- 
cincts of the Fifth Ward, in which the 
recount of ballots showed that frauds 
were committed. Six of these precincts 
gave Dyer a majority of 426. One gave 
Gill a majority of 10. The effect of not 
counting these seven precincts will over- 
come Dyer’s majority in the district 
of 349, and give Gilla majority of 67. 

The precincts eliminated are 2, 3, 5, 9, 14 
and 17. 

The two Republican members of the 
committee, MeKenzie of Illinois and 
Shreve of Pennsylvania, voted to count 
the precincts. Ripley of Pennsylvania, 
Progressive, voted with the Democrats. 

The committee has taken the position 
that Dyer was not a party to any 
fraud and that the fraud was commit- 
ted ‘not by friends of Dyer, but by Gill's 
enemies in the Democratic party, who 
sought his defeat because they believed 
he had been unfaithful to the late Sen- 
ator Thomas FE. Kinney, when Kinney 
ran for Congress.

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PAGE'S REMARKS — 
HAVE CAUSED 
GUMPLAINT TWICE 


Senator Chamberlain Last No- 
vember Introduced’ a German 
and Irish Protest. 


" WASHINGTON, March 1%—Secre- 
tary of State Bryan has carried out 
the direction -f the Senate and has 
asked ‘hat Walter Hines Page, 


United States Ambassador to En- 
gland, supply a copy of a speech 
which he made Wednesday night in 
London, before the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce, together with ex- 
the 
Monroe Doctrine and the Panama 
Canal. A similar resolution was of- 
fered in the House but was not acted 
upon. 

While further offcial discussion of 
Page’s remarks was not expected: un- 
til after the arrival of the desired 
data, they continued today to be a 
topic of interest among Senators and 
members of the House. Attention 
was drawn to the fact by some that 
this was the second time that com- 
plaint had been made concerning 
Page’s interpretations of the rela- 
tions between the English and the 
American people. 

Chamberliain’s Resolution. 

Senator Chamberlain’s resolution re- 
quests the Secretary of State to procure 
a copy, for the use of the Senate, of 
Ambassador Page’s address, and to call 
on the Ambassador for evidence on 
which he based the alleged statement 
that it “added greatly to the pleasure 
of the people of the United States in 
the building of the Panama Canal to 
know that the British would profit most 
by its use.’”’ 

After the resolution had been adopted 
Senators heard of dispatches from Lon- 
don saying the Ambassador’s speech 
was delivered extemporaneously, late 
in the evening, and not reported ver- 
batim, and quoting Page as explaining 
that his reference to British use of the 
Panama Canal was in a light vein. 

Resolution in House. 

Later in the day a similar resolution 
was introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative Murray of Oklahoma, a Dem- 
ocrat, but it did not get before the body 
for discussion or action. 

There was no official comment on the 
speech or the action of the Senate. In 
an informal discussion at the White 
House, however, President Wilson in- 
dicated that the Monroe Doctrine was 
as much a part of the American foreign 
policy today as a hundred years ago. 

He did not express an opinion con- 
cerning the Ambassador’s speech, but 
when asked whether he considered the 
Monroe Doctrine obsolete, replied he 
had not heard that it was “failing in 
any way.”’ 

Senator Chamberlain last November 
introduced in the Senate a petition of 
protest .against reported remarks by 
Ambassador Page from members oi the 
confederated German societies and the 
Robert Emmett Society of Portland, 
Ore. 

These protests characterized as ‘‘un- 
American’’ remarks attributed to Am- 
bassador Page to the effect that the 
United States was “English led and 
English ruled and that the obligation 
of Government and civilization rests 
with the people who speak the language 
of Shakspeare.’’

Report on Page’s Speech by London 
Daily Telegraph. 

LONDON, .March 13.—It is significant 
that Ambassador Page’s speech Wednes- 
day night attracts little attention here. 
The Times barely mentioned it, in its 
news columns, while the Morning Post 
and other papers gave his remarks in 
very condensed form, which may ac- 
count for the erroneous interpretation 
which other Americans present at the 
dinner say was put on Page’s words. 

Col. Joseph E. Willard, American Am- 
bassador to Spain, sat opposite to Page 
while he was speaking. 

Ambassador Page said the most ac- 
curate report of his speech was con- 
tained in the Daily Telegraph, of which 
the essential parts were quoted as fol- 
lows: 

“The people of the United States re- 
garded the British empire as the guard- 
ian of freedom in all parts of the world 
and as a promoter of trade. 

“He would not say that the United 
States had constructed the Panama Ca- 
nal for the British people, but it added | 
greatly to the pleasure of building it 
that the British people would make the 
most profit out of it. 

“He could say a similar thing about 
the recent lowering of the American 
tariff. It was not lowered in order to 
please the British people, but because /+ 
was considered economically § sound. 
Nevertheless, it added to the pleasure 
of doing it, when he reflected that 
America would thereby. receive more 
trade from this country. 

“The Ambassador said he sometimes 
read that the United States was enter- 
ing upon a policy to discourage foreign 
investments. There was a policy, which 
was not new, forming in the mind of the 
American Government that would dis- 
courage such investments or such con- 
cessions as carry with them control of 
the government of any of those states, 
and only that. 

“It was not the business of the 
United States to put any hindrance upon 
any investments anywhere in the world, 
provided only that the investments were 
not such that they took the country 
with them. . 

“"The Monroe Doctrine means only 
that no European Government shal! 
gain any more jJand in the new 
world.’ 

“Mr. Page then made humorous 
reference to Englishmen taking 
prices of Americans for their pic- 
tures, marying American heiresses, 
benefiting by the expenditures of 
American tourists, etc. He contin- 
ued: 

“*You complain of our rapacity, but 
you take our money. * * *® yoy 
show yourselves shrewd traders, for 
we get only a little English history 


BRYAN REQUESTS 
‘AGE TO EXPLAIN 
SPEECH BY CABLE 


Ambassador in London Imme- 
diately Begins Reply  De- 
manded by U. S. Senate. 


LONDON, March  13.—Ambassador 
Walter Hines Page today received from 
Secretary of State Bryan notification 
of the action. of the United States Sen- 
ate in regard to his speech on the Pan- 
ama Canal and the Monroe Doctrine, 
delivered before the Association of 


Chambers of Commerce on Wednesday. 
The Senate demanded a copy of the 
speech and an explanation of the refer- 
ences to the Monroe Doctrine and the 
Panama Canal, 

The Secretary requested the Ambassa- 
dor to cable an explanation of the 
speech and Page immediately began the 
preparation of his reply. 

After reading fuller accounts of the 
proceedings in the Senate, Ambassador 
Page came to the conclusion that the 
Senators had been misled by the ex- 
cessive condensation of his remarks in 
regard to his interpretation of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. 

Page declared that he had distinctly 
said that the United States would ob- 
ject to or prohibit any European power 
from taking more territory in the New 
World, and then, in concluding, had 
said, amid the laughter of the audience: 

‘So you see that the United States 
would prefer that no European powers 
should gain more territory in the New 
World.”’ 

When referring to the Panama Canal 
he had said that: Great Britain would 
profit most from the canal because she 
owned the great bulk of the world’s 
shipping.

FIRE PROTECTION 
OVISIONS PUT 
NEW CHARTER 


Freeholders Fix Responsibility 
for Law Enforcement on 
Building Commissioner. 


responsibility for fire prevention and 
suppression and for the strict enforce- 
ment of laws for the protection of life 
and property against loss by fire was 
fixed upon the Building Commissioner 
Thursday night by the members of the 
Board of Freeholders in the new city 
charter which they are writing. 

The Missouyl Athletic Club disaster, 
in which 3 lives were lost, brought 
forcibly to the attention of the Free- 
holders the weaknesses in the present 
scheme of fire protection. Under the 
proposed charter, as approved by the 
l’reeholders, the Building Commissioner 
will have ample authority to close such 
firetraps as the Missouri Athletic Club 
and prevent their use for any purpose 


laws have been complied with. 
Responsibility Placed. 
The Freeholders debated whether to 
make the Building Commissioner or 
Fire Chief the responsible officer. It 
was finally decided to fix the respon- 
sibility on the Building Commissioner, 
who will also be charged with the 
duty of recommending to the Municipal 
Assembly all legislation necessary for 
the fullest protection of life and prop- 
erty. 
The Freeholders did not attempt to 
write any fire-protection laws into the 
charter, agreeing that it was the duty 
of the Assembly under the charter to 
enact the necessary legislaticgh. Their 
object was to make. provision in the 
charter for legislation of the most strin- 
gent character, and tien to require some 
city official to enforce the laws. 
Selden P. Spencer called attention of 
the Freeholders to the fact that the 
Missouri Athletic Club obtained a per- 
mit for only 48 sleeping rooms and then 
put in twice that number. After the 
law already had been violated and the 
rooms had been installed, he said the 
Building Department was powerless, un- 
der present conditions, to prevent the 
use of the building. 
After the Freeholders had decided to 
fix responsibility on the Building Com- 
missioner, Spencer said that if the 
charter was adopted by the people 
nobody in the future could say that 
there was no city official with full 
power to enforce the laws for the pro- 
tection of life and property against fire.

ELEANOR WILSON IS 
10 WED MADOO

Formal Announcement Is_ Ex- 
pected to Come From 
White House, Soon. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Formal an- 
nouncement of the engagement of Sec- 
retary McAdoo and Miss Eleanor Ran- 
dolph Wilson, youngest daughter of the 
President and Mrs. Wilson, was expected 
to be made today at the White House. 

Persons in a position to know said 
confirmation of reports of the engage- 
ment had been decided upon by the 
Wilson family, although it had not been 
the intention to make the announcement 
at such an early date. Publication by 
many newspapers of the reported pro- 
spective marriage is said to have in- 
fluenced the decision at the White 
House. 

Rumors were about that, with the 
marriage of McAdoo and Miss Wilson, 
which is expected in June, the Secre- 
tary would resign from the Cabinet 
and be appointed Ambassador to 
France, but White House officials said 
such reports were without foundation. 
Persons who know Secretary McAdoo 
were not surprised at the report because 
in the last year he has been much in 
the company of Miss Eleanor Wilson. 
Society has observed them dancing to- 
gether frequently. Some of Mr. Mc- 
Adoo’s closest friends recently have 
dubbed him “Dancing Mac.’”’ 

Mr. McAdoo is © years old and Miss 
Wilson is 244 He is a widower and has 
six children, one son and one daughter 
being married.

VILLA ARMY AID 
REPORTED HELD AS

EL PASO, Tex., March 13.—Uncon- 
firmed reports received here from Amer- 
icans arriving from Chihuahua that the 
Carranza commission had cauged the ar- 
rest of Maj.

It is idle to say that laws are inadequate. Thefe 
is ample law for the suppression of nuisances and 
menaces. It is not the lack of law which para- 
lyzes officials, it is the custom of negligence. 
Greed will always be fortified with argument for 
the maintenance cf fire traps and the ease-lov- 
ing official will ever listen complacently to the 
attorneys of greed. 

One of the miserly arguments is based upon the 
constitutional prohibition of retroactive laws. The 
unsafe building was constructed before the pas- 
sage of building laws, the owner claims, and 
therefore it cannot be affected by newfangled 
regulation. This argument was used effectively 
by other disciples of greed in defense of public 
nuisances until the New Orleans slaughter house 
case was taken to the United States Supreme 
Court. It was argued that the slaughter houses 
existed before the population that complained of 
them grew up about them and before laws were 
made for their regulation. Justice Miller’s opin- 
ion analyses this claim so clearly that all whode- 
fend fire traps should read it, for, by analogy, it 
applies to menaces as positively as nuisances. It 
puts health and lives above dollars and property 
and effectively disposes of quibbles suggested by 
the cold-hearted. ; 

Minor courts may defer the closing of. build- 
ings that menace human life; but the higher 
courts will undoubtedly sustain the claim that 
the city’s police power {is ample to protect the 
limbs and lives of its people. Alli that is needed 
is vigorous action on the part of officials whose

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THE BIG HOSPITAL CAMPAIGN. 

The Mount St. Rose Hospital campaign ought 
to succeed on the merits of the institution. It 
is essentially a fight on behalf of public welfare 
against the great white plague. 

To collect $500,000 is a large order, but not too 
large, we hope, considering the nature of the ap- 
peal and the character of St. Louis. It does a 
town good to give. Furthermore, $300,000 given 
to an institution such as the Mount St. Rose 
Hospital is in the nature of a good investment. 
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LEVEE IMPROVEMENT. 
Engineer Baxter L. Brown’s report to the City 
Plan Commission on better river terminals con- 
veys a message of striking value to the com- 
munity. ' 
The feature of the report relating to erababae 
cost under one specific plan of improvement is 
particularly important and enlightening to those 
who have supposed that provision for levee facil- 
ities on an ambitious scale must necessarily be 
attended by burdensome expenditure. 
The first detail in a recommended project to 
which Mr. Brown has devoted three months of in- 
vestigation would be the construction of a cement 
wall at the channel bank in the river’s bed. On 
the shore side of this wall, the space would be 
filled in to the level of the top of the levee. Earth 
from excavations for new buildings and certain 
classes of ‘the debris of a great city could supply 
much of the material for the filling. Experience 
with. many reclamation projects elsewhere shows 
how readily and cheaply the dumping privilege 
will draw this material. Mr. Brown’s estimate is 
that the cost will not exceed $150 for each lineal 
foot of water front. 
To the series of wharfs to be constructed by 
this means vessels could tie up at any stage of 
the water. The substitute they would supply for 
the crude, clumsy wharfboats that must be moved 
at every variation in river depths would be of 
large benefit to river trade. They would make 
practical the use of mechanical loading and un- 
loading appliances, instead of a class of labor 
which, while efficient, is expensive and not always 
reliable. 
No scheme of navigation improvement can re- 
store the prestige of the river unless accompanied 
by the building of convenient, time-saving, eco 
nomical river terminals.

From the Cleveland Leader. 

Among the decisions handed down by 
‘the United States Supreme Court last 
week no other was so important in its 
bearing upon the sociology of the future 
as the one sustaining as constitutional 
the Ohio law limiting the employment of 
women to 10 hours a day. 

It has been seriously doubted by 
jurists, whether in view of the fact that 
both men and women are citizens 4n the 
eyes of the law, a State Legislature 
could discriminate between them as fac- 
tors in organized industry. It has been 
declared that the right of contract, to 
work long hours or short hours, for low 
pay or high pay, is common to all adults. 

But now the highest court in the Unit- 
ed States has declared that women and 
men are not on the same basis in in- 
dustry and virtually that the community 
has the right to guard those who are 
to be or may be mothers from any in- 
dustrial conditions believed to be dele- 
terious to stamina and health. 

Of course women will be at a dis- 
advantage in the industrial world, so 
far as remuneration and the chances of 
ernployment are concerned, by being 
given special legal protection. But the 
greatest good to the greatest number is 
served by such legislation as the Su- 
preme Court has just upheld.
